Infantry and marines to the 
numlwr of more than S.MO waa kept 
busy in restraining the pushing, 
atruggling maaeea.

The pdlioa kept,the atreeU adjoining 
to the House of t'ommpns clear, where 
they tried their ablUly to kwep the peo¬ 
ple moving.
